HOSPITAL SUNDAY. 


Tho annual collection for the benefit of 


the Newport Hospital fund will ba taken in 
all the churches of this.city on Sunday next.

baa now an indebtedness of $1,000 and we 
hope that those of our citizens oud visitors 
who sympathize with this useful charity 
win ci*o« iuiir appreciation of its advan" 
tages by making «uch liberal contributions 
on this "Hospital Sunday" nu will enable 
the trustees to extinguish tho debt and con- 
tinue and extend tho benefit of tho hospital 
to* a greater number of sufferers. Wo believo 
it is economically and conscientiously man- 
aged and wo heartily recommend its benev- 
olent object to all who desire to aid a charity 
the usefulness of which no ono can deny. 


In the building of expensive hoiiKos of 


worship Christians can hardly hope to rival 
Mohammedans and pagans, and in contrib- 
uting to them they consult thoir own com- 
fort and tasto at; much as they do tho ad-

Hero is an opportunity for those to 
do good who have no interest in the objects 
for which church collection;, fire ordinarily 
taken up. Whatever may bo n person's 
views tha call for help from the hospitals 
and charitable institutions of all kinds 
comes with emphasis. The Newport HOH- 
pital Is tho only institution of its kind hero, 
and we hope tbat tho collections next Sun- 
day will largely exceed those made last year, 
and correspondingly increase tho capacity 
of tho hospital for usefulness.
